SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Eaten Alive is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The DVD contains a feature previously examined and classified as a video recording 
by the Video Recordings Authority. The video was classified "Indecent in the hands of 
persons under the age of 16 years" with the descriptive note, "Content may 
offend/disturb" (Reference No. 061037). This decision was registered on 5 October 
1989. The feature has been verified as identical in both mediums. The extra running 
time of the feature may be accounted for by its transfer to the DVD format. 

The extra material on the DVD includes four trailers including a trailer for the feature. 
The brief presentations of horror and violence contained in these supplementary 
trailers are of a similar degree to those in the feature. There is nothing in the DVD that 
requires it to receive a different classification to that given to the video recording. 
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
